HE end of the winter sees double filament dipping getting less credit than it 

deserves, as indicated by one of this year’s Monte Carlo Rally competitors in 

a letter on page 384. The reception given to this form of anti-dazzle equip 
ment as fitted on the Bentley which won the concours was such that its owner made 
a rush conversion in Glasgow before starting the Rally, back to the three-lamp system 
to which he proposes to stick. 

It is difficult to blame him. Whatever else may be said against the three-lamp 
system, it has the virtue of plainly showing the oncoming driver that its possessor 
has dipped, and the information seems to satisfy most motorists to such an extent 
that they will even accept a certain amount of dazzle from the dipped lights. The 
double-filament system sends no such reassuring message. As was pointed out in 
the article on a test of the system, which appeared in this journal soon after it wa: 
announced, unless the oncoming driver is in the direct beam of the lamps, the 
operatior. of dipping is discernible only by a flicker of the head lights, although 
the night is sufficiently misty the deflection of a pronounced beam can be visible 

There is no easy way out of this difficulty, unless a filament could be devised that 
would glow with a distinctive colour. Moreover, it is doubtful if such indulgence 
as this would represent should be granted the British motorist. The criterion to be 
adopted in the face of oncoming lights is, “Am I dazzled?” not “Has that man 
dipped?” And it is a sharp criticism of road manners and drivers that so much 
recrimination should exist over dazzle. 

It is all cold comfort, however, to the lamp manufacturers. They have done their 
best, and might reasonably have supposed that it would be gladly accepted in view 
of the years during which the double-filament system has successfully held sway on the 
Continent. But from the look of things on the road today, and judging by recent letters 
that have appeared in our Correspondence pages, they are going to be disappointed

On the other 
hand, with the performance of a car throughout its life as consistent as it is nowadays, 
such tests can be claimed to be sepwenentative to a considerable degree of the make 
concerned at the age and mileage quoted, and bearing the price tag stated. Traders 
are only too well able to discern the state of a second-hand car, and the difference 
betweeii two models of the same make, alike in these three respects, is not likely to be 
perceptible to the average buyer. 

With new cars so difficult to obtain on the home market, we believe that readers 
will find “ Used Cars on the Road” of enhanced value today, as a supplement to the 
new car Road Test series. Prices are such that a motorist who purchases second- 
hand needs to know what to expect for his money. 

While the rigours of such a trial are by no means those to which new cars are 
submutted for purposes of The Autocar Road Tests, it should be emphasized that the 
feature does not rely on a twenty-mile run out to lunch and back. The car is driven 
some 200 miles, and is taken to an airfield in order that it may show its accelerative 
paces in neutral surroundings which will, in turn, apply to others subjected to the 
testing routine. And the car’s speedometer is checked with every care, so that the 
reader may rest assured that no statistical wool is being pulled over his eves

job which it has to do. Nor need the job be a minor one; 
it can be of first importance in the success of the car on 
the road. 

The engine mounting of the modern car has gone a long 
way towards perfection. It does its work out of sight, but 
its importance is great in contributing to the smoothness of 
the car and in protecting the engine itself. There is a long 
history to its development, from the rigidly bolted engines 
of the early cars to the “ floating” engine universally used 
today. It reveals the principle—which applies to other 
things than technical—that freedom, within limits, is better 
than restraint. The idea of rigidity, as a universal engineer- 
ing requirement, is long out of date. The first steps in the 
progress that has made possible the modern mounting began 
before the first World War, when the roughness of the cat 
was an accepted tribulation. 

The reasons for the early investigation into engine mount- 
ings were quite different from the modern ones. In those 
days the problem was to insulate the engine from the ill 
effects of frame distortion, and not, as primarily nowadays, 
to protect the car and passengers from engine vibration. 
The modern mounting was, however, foreshadowed. In 
1911, this journal said, “the whole matter of engine and 
gear box suspension is one of great interest there are 
possibilities in some, as yet, undeveloped system of double 
insulation, which would not only insulate the engine from 
frame distortions, but would also insulate the frame from 
engine working. It might be possible to mount the engine 
and gear box in some form of springing.” 

At the same time it was said that many an efficient engine 
was wasting its power in grinding away its own bearings 
under the effects of frame distortion. The best general 
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method at the time was to have the engine on a rigid three- 
point mounting in a sub-frame which was attached to the 
main frame. The idea of a flexible mounting was much 
earlier, and it had been considered, if not actually made, in 
France, which has often been the home of automotive 
unorthodoxy. Jules Marie Gautier had taken out a patent 
in 1908 which specified a means of increasing the flexibility 
of the suspending mechanism of the engine and reducing 
noise by means of rubber blocks between the engine cradle 
andthe chassis. Another early device was the use of a 
rubber pad for purposes, partly, of alignment between the 
back plate of the engine and the chassis 

One of the earliest methods was that developed by Rolls- 
Royce which had been patented in 1906 and was illustrated 
in this journal. This firm was a perpetual fount of patented 
devices at the time. The system was a mechanical one, and 
at the time of the comments referred to above had been in 
use for some time. It nmust have placed Rolls-Royce at a 
great advantage. The .engine was rigidly mounted at one 
point at the rear, and the front was placed on two bell crank 
levers attached at the centre pivot points. The other ends 
were attached to the chassis members and to a metal rod 
which passed through the crankcase with freedom to move 
relative to it. Movement of the frame members left the 
engine without undue stress. In many designs, of course, 
it was the crankcase itself which gave rigidity to the frame 
at the front, with unfortunate results. Similar devices to 
that of Rolls-Royce are used on modern heavy vehicles. 

Apart from occasional attempts at similar results, there 
was no general adoption of flexible mountings until the

1920s. The various attempts at “floating power” caused 
much interest at the Olympia Show in this country. It was 
realized that the effect of vibration was also important and 
attempts were made to cure one source of trouble, by means 
of torsional dampers, such as those still used on the Rolls- 
Royce engine. Anyone who has driven veteran cars, dating 
from about 1895 or so, will know that on many of them the 
vibration was really serious, and as late as 1919 engine vibra- 
tions led a correspondent to suggest a “ method of placing the 
seating portion of the car on springs so that the passengers 
might be completely insulated from the pernicious effects 
of vibration.” It would have been strange if the idea of 
using rubber, even before the days of rubber-to-metal bond- 
ing, had not occured to several engineers. As in the French 
patents referred to, methods were tried of holding the rubber 
in place by mechanical means so that the engine was, in 
effect, suspended in the elastic medium. The Ferguson sus- 
pension, patented in 1923, used a rubber bush, not unlike 
the Silentbloc pattern. Other early methods used spring 
spacers on the engine mounting bolts. 

At the extreme of elaboration was an American suspension 
which employed a device known as “syncopater.” This 
applied a pulse, from an engine-driven cam, to one of the 
chassis braces, and it was synchronized to counteract the 
movement resulting from inertia forces. 

The industry in England, by 1923, was mentally more 
resilient. and the Hillman engine by 1925 employed a three-

point suspension with a flexible tie at the rear. This con- 
sisted of a belt of anti-friction material anchored at the top 
of the cylinder block and running over two small drums 
attached to the frame of the car. A tension spring allowed 
the belt to move slightly. On the 21 h.p. Chrysler at the 
Show that year was exhibited an interesting rear engine 
bearer employing a rubber bush. It foreshadowed many late: 
methods of using rubber without bonding. The bush was 
restrained in place and compressed by means of metal end- 
cups. It was not long before there were a number of similar 


to R.: Rolls-Royce damped engine movement, with a friction-type shock absorber, The six 
Chrysler employed a transverse leaf spring centred on the crankshaft 
The Ford mounting employed rubber pads, not unlike the modern sandwich mounting 


mountings employing various methods of keeping the 
rubber in place. Some of them were quite complicated 
These methods of using rubber without bonding are still 
used at the present day in some instances, and they avoid 
such risk as there may be of bonding failure rather on the 
old woodworking principle that “perfect joinery needs no 
glue.” 

The mounting patented by P. Riley in 1928 used such 
a method. It contained an element of rubber between the 
engine supporting member and its housing on the frame. 
The rubber was retained by circumferential grooves on the 
inner and outer members. Soon after this, engines every- 
where began to float on a genial sea of rubber. The phrase 
“floating on rubber” was used in these pages before the 
well-known Chrysler Plymouth “ floating power” appeared 
in 1931. 

Nothing technical, regrettably, ever gets simpler, and 
nowadays engine mounting is much more than a matter of 
applying rubber at the most likely points. The mounting 
is carefully designed to suit the engine and car. This era 
was heralded by the Chrysler design in which a four- 
cylinder engine was used, and in which unusual smoothness 
was obtained, the result of careful design of the two-point 
mounting. The Chrysler mounting, which rapidly became 
famous as “ floating power,” provided a very noticeable im- 
provement in smoothness. It was the first design which 
employed the now general method of allowing the engine 
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Launching the Power 


to move on an “ axis of roll” which passed through its centre 
of gravity. The front point of the mounting thus took its 
characteristic high position. This design also allowed 
good deal more movement than was usual at the time. In 
addition, it employed a leaf spring, to take torque reaction, 
which was attached to the flywheel housing and main frame 
member. Both front and rear mounting points employed 
rubber. The use of the four-cylinder engine undoubtedly 
stimulated research into the best type of mounting, and the 
mountings are responsible for much of the success in present 
practice of four-cylinder engines of generous capacity. 

“Floating power” had considerable influence, and in the 
years immediately following a number of very flexible 
mountings appeared. Some of them were much too 
flexible, and resulted in a “dithering” power unit and 
damaged control connections. Nowadays, the great majority 
of mountings use the attachments, often of simple form, 
in which the rubber and metal are bonded together. They 
give the designer great freedom in the design of the mount- 
ing, for there is no necessity to enclose the rubber. Often 
it forms a sandwich with metal, the rubber being the 
“ filling.” ‘This bonding process is worth mentioning, as its 
application to cars is wider than that of mountings alone 
The history of rubber-to-metal attachment is as long as that 
of modern industry itself, and a British patent in 1862 speci- 
fied that metal to be bonded to rubber should first be coated 
with brass. It seems that the sulphur used in the vulcaniza- 
tion process unites with constituents of the alloy. This is 
another of those inventions which seem-te-have done a trans- 
atlantic flit, for it was between 1920 and 1930 that the 
process came to full industrial status in America. By careful 
processing at present it is recognized that the bond is as 
strong as the rubber itself. 

Suspension of the engine is nowadays something of a 
science, and among the requirements that the mounting 
must satisfy are those of insulation from road shocks for 
the engine itself, absorption of reaction to thrust and 
acceleration loads (although on some designs the engine is 
positively located against longitudinal movement), insulation 
of the car from engine torque reaction impulses and from 
those arising from secondary vibrations in the engine 
These last are caused by the partially unbalanced impulses 
that arise from inertia forces in pistons and connecting rods 
Other moving parts, such as camshafts, can cause vibrations 
of various kinds. 

Until the recent war most mountings were of natural 
rubber, but now they are compounded from various rubbers, 
some of them synthetic, to give the exact elastic require- 
ments. Synthetic rubber has the advantage of being 
resistant to oil. The action of the mounting is much like 
that of a damper, allowing a controlled movement of the 
engine, by means of which the vibrations go no further 

The mountings must be suited to an arduous life, often 
lived at temperatures up to 200 deg C and lasting for the

life of the car. Often, in the design stage, the mountings 
are blamed for other vibrations on the car, fluttering ash- 
tray lids, glove boxes that fall open, and so on. 

Practical experiments to determine which way the cat is 
going to jump, otherwise the engine to move, are often used 
to determine the best way to prevent it. Also involved are 
calculations of centre of gravity of the complete engine 
assembly and of the moment of inertia. The “axis of roll” 
of an engine will pass through the centre of gravity, and it 
is usually desirable that the axis shall pass through the point 
where the drive is taken from the gear box so that this shall 
remain as steady as possible. When the axis is determined 
from these requirements, the mounting points can be plotted. 
The trajectory of the cat, in this instance, is largely decided 
by the designer! For the commoner type of mounting, the 
rubber is in shear and compression at points which are on 
tangents to the circle which might be drawn about the axis 
of roll.

wide variation of design towards the same end. Mountings 
are arranged on the engine generally according to the 
principles above. The specialized interest that has been 
taken by the manufacturers of proprietary mountings is well 
shown by some of the latest units. They are compact, and 
the shape is, in general, that of a truncated cone with a 
central bush; the rubber element is bonded to both inner 
and outer components. It has even been arranged that the 
deflection under a given load, the “ rate,” shall be different 
for the two horizontal directions, and stops against 
excessive movement are also “ built in.” 

Points that the designer must watch in such units are 
chiefly concerned with nursing the rubber. Although the 
bonded surfaces are at least as strong as the rubber itself, 
it is important to avoid variations in thickness of an abrupt 
nature. Also, sharp edges of metal which might lead to 
cracks in the rubber must be avoided. At present the 
common sandwich type of mounting is of the simplest 
possible design, and a large area of rubber is quite un- 
reinforced. All this says a good deal for the efficiency of 
the bonding process J. F. H

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WHARTON CLIPS 2 SEC OFF LYDSTEP 


T what was probably the best 

Lydstep meeting to date, Ken 

Wharton, 1,000 c.c. Cooper, knocked 
nearly two seconds off his own record for 
the hill on Easter Saturday, also winning 
the 500 c.c. racing car class—but failing 
to beat Jack Moor’s record set up in the 
well-known Wasp. 

The weather was kind to the Tenby 
M.C., who run this event, and competi 
tors and early arrivals among the spec- 
tators were treated to a good sight of the 
lovely Lydstep bay, facing Caldy Island, 
glowing in real full-strength sunshine 
Ihe Mayor of Tenby officially opened the 
ourse and J. Deeley got away to a busi- 
nesslike start in his 1,098 Riley, in the 

sports car class, returning a time of 
42.94 sec. This was soon reduced, how- 
ever, by D. Lloyd Edwards in a Ford 
Special adorned with an Allard radiator 
grille. His time of 41.12 sec remained 
as a new record, over 2 sec faster than 
B. B. Lindon’s previous record 

Sports cars up to 1,500 c.c. took the 
stage but Ken Wharton’s Cooper sports 
entry was a non-starter. As was expected, 
his record made with this car last year at 
35.51 sec remained undamaged. The 
class win went to Owen H. J. Davies, 
the Tenby M.C. captain, in his Ford Ten 
engined special—obviously a _ result 
approved by the crowd which, by this 
time, was thronging most of the hill 
Time 39.56 sec. Lloyd Edwards entered 
this class again with the Allard-like 
special and put up a good fight, being 
only 0.11 sec slower than Davies.

the huge, roaring Bentley (4,398 c.c.) of 
R. E. Williams. Time 39.44 sec 

Hence to racing cars. Highlight of the 
500 class was conjecture on the merits of 
Ken Wharton's Kieft and Jack Moor’s 
Wasp which held the class record at 
34.17 sec. The Kieft was exceptionally 
light, even to having black oilcloth in 
place of the usual “bonnet” cover and 
engine cover at the rear Wharton 
climbed first in 34.64 sec, the time being 
a tribute to the driver’s phenomenal 
rapidity in coping with a steering system 
which looked anything but easy to con 
trol. Jack Moor (staying on the road this 
year!) returned 35.16 sec, reducing this 
on his second run to 34.93. Wharton, 
however, made 34.54 on his second run, 
taking the honours but leaving untouched 


Moor’s 1949 record, which was 34.17 sec 

Major excitement, unexpectedly, came 
from J. O. Barber’s effort in a Cooper 
1,000. Perhaps Barber had been inspired 
by Wharton’s technique. Perhaps he was 
in a hurry to get back for tea. Whatever 
the explanation he climbed like a rocket 
Experienced observers wondered where it 
would happen. Appropriately the straw 
bales took the brunt—but the car went 
straight through these and their steel tube 
supports and over the steep drop. For 
tunately Barber was thrown clear and n 
real harm was done 

To round off a perfect afternoon Whar 
ton just beat a shower to return a new 
record for the hill at 29.87 sec in the 
Cooper 1,000. A wonderful example of 
what can be done at Lydstep

Rain Fails to Spoil Gamston

HERE were rain and snow on 
Saturday—there was rain on Sunday 
-but this in no way damped the 
spirits of the Nottingham Sports Car 
Club which was quite confident that 
Monday would be fine and dry. In fact 
it did seem that at last the weather would 
be kind, but that was not to be. Soon 
after the morning practice started the 
rain came down, and apart from a few 
brief intervals it was wet for the whole 
event Nevertheless, some 4,000 en- 
thusiasts filled the enclosures to witness 
a full and varied programme 
Event number one was a sports car 
race for 750 to 1,100 c.c. unsupercharged 
machines, which consisted of three laps 
of the 1.9-mile circuit and left little or 
no time for anything to happen. All the 
cars maintained their first lap position 
for the whole race, or should one say 
sprint? There followed a production 
saloon car handicap over five laps but, 
unfortunately, the handicappers seemed 
to have over-estimated the speed of the 
Fords of Ashton and Hutchings. Although 
they were the first away, by the second 
lap they were in fifth and sixth places re- 
spectively. Whitehouse in a 2-litre Aston 
Martin was off in the expected style and 
by lap two he was leading. This did not 
last long, however, as he spun round on 
the bend entering the straight in the third 
lap and was passed by Downing in a 
Healey. The scratch man, P. B. Reece 
DB2 Aston Martin), drove very well, 
gaining just about one position per 
lap to finish second at an average speed 
of 65.6 m.p.h.—0.2 mph. less than 
Downing’s Healey. Tyrer, on the other 
hand, was losing just about one position 


per lap and consequently finished fourth 

The Formula 3 race was from a roll 
ing start. Again, perhaps because of the 
short distance, there was no real excite- 
ment; at the end of the first lap May 
was just in the lead, closely followed 
by Merrick, with Beardshaw in third 
place—all driving Coopers. By lap two, 
Merrick was in the lead and stayed in

By 
now the rain had really come to stay, 
doubtlessly being responsible for many 
of the disappearing members 

The five-lap race for Class II cars 
proved to be a preview of the final 
event with Richardson driving his R.R.A 
beautifully, and averaging 76.7 m.p.h.— 
a full 3 m.p.h. faster than any other 
driver, in any other event This was 
followed by a three-lap sprint for sports 
cars (14-24 litres), in which Tyrer piloted 
his very smart B.M.W. in first place all 
the time. In event eight, the untiring 
Tyrer proved that his B.M.W. was more 
than a match for the XKs, averaging 
73.2 m.p.h., whereas Howorth’s speed 
was 71.3 m.p.h., although this event was 
also held over only three laps 

The main race for the Nottingham 
Trophy consisted of twenty laps, and 
right from the start Richardson was in 
the lead; this he held, and increased lap 
by lap.

A Mountain Tragedy: 


O most people Easter is a time for coloured eggs, 
special bonnets, and all the paraphernalia that custom 
considers appropriate To me it brings back 

memories of a mistake: disaster, a wrecked car and a time in 
hospital. 

It happened this way. At a Brooklands meeting—Easter, 
1931—a fast Invicta did not seem to do as well in practice 
round the mountain as its owners thought it should. Conse- 
quently, I was asked to try it and to analyse the trouble, 
which is, I feel, a compliment of no mean value 

I did so and the car behaved excellently; so well, in fact, 
that its time seemed to excite the owners. Admittedly, I 
thought the steering too low geared and the cornering a 
little tricky, but those were things for which one could 
allow and not vices making the car impossible to handle 
As a result of the trial I was beseeched to drive it in the 
race 

Now I did not, as a rule, handle machines that I did not 
know intimately, and with which I had not spent the many 
hours necessary until we knew each other. But I consented. 
Official practice told me that the car needed watching, as 
very fast cars did on that exciting circuit, but the lap times 
were satisfactory, and so that was that. 

In the race itself it rained; not hard, just sufficient to wet 
the track. But we got away fine, accelerated like nobody’s 
business, and took the right-hand first corner on almost full 
left lock, which is not unusual. At the right turn of Chrono- 
graph Villa we came round in a power slide but were 
catching the field nicely 

Followed a magnificent rush down the straight and we 
took the first turn again also on full left lock. But when 
the car swung round the banking it still needed left lock, 
which was odd, to say the least. 

Then, like lightning, the tail swung down 

Although turning the wheel at record speed I could not 
catch up with it, so the whole car came crabwise down the 
bank. There seemed no special reasons to cut off, but plenty

to try to pull the car out of the slide. But we continued to 
head for the railings, behind which were the spectators, at 
quite high ‘speed. In an endeavour to make the machine 
turn a circle, and so dodge the railings and stay on the track, 
I put the hand brake on hard, locking the rear wheels. Yet 
for that reason utterly unknown we continued to go on, 
remorselessly, straight down. 

It was almost odd, and interesting; I seemed to be outside 
myself, watching intently the thing that was me doing every- 
thing that experience had taught to get the car in hand. And 
there was, thank heaven, no time to be afraid 

Somehow or other we missed the railings, and a parti- 
cularly solid telegraph pole. Then abruptly the whole car 
leapt steeply upwards and my brain blacked out. I had not 
seen the post guy wire and it had gone between the front 
wheel and the frame. 

My next conscious memory was of being underneath the 
overturned car with petrol running everywhere and the fue! 
pumps working like mad. It seemed time to get out quickly 
With the aid of some excellent spectators | did 

Then it was apparent that more had been smashed than 
the car, and everybody seemed infuriated because no ambu- 
lance arrived; but no ambulance could, because it was in the 
middle of a race. Anyhow, there was no pain, only a grow- 
ing fury at having been such a fool as to think that I knew 
all about skidding. 

So with marvellous care I was removed to hospital as soon 
as aid could come, there to remain for a very long time, still 
as sure as I am today that I had made a bad mistake. It 
was not the car’s fault, but many people thought that it 
was, so that great harm was done to Invictas in spite of my 
angry remonstrance. Yes, it was plain foolishness, but I 
still wish that the late Noel Macklin, whose car it was, had 
not destroyed the machine, for the one final effective medicine 
would have been to take the same car round the mountain 
once more, really fast, and show that darned corner just what

THE ROUND OF WINDERMERE AND THE LANCDALES 


Winster Valley, I know a tiny farm. It is a quaint 

little place, blending quietly with the landscape 

Here is none of the refinements of luxurious living. There 
is neither gas nor electricity, and water is drawn from a 
well. It was here I received a hearty welcome and a rare 
measure of kindness and good food. I parked my car 
amid the straw in neighbouring Farmer Sprout’s Dutch 
barn. Each morning I would arise early, inspect the 
weather and hurry back out of the rain, often cracking my 
head on the low stone doorpost of this hospitable farm. One 
learned to take no notice of rain. If the old Jersey cow 
was heading for the higher meadow we al! knew, no matter 
what the B.B.C. might say, that the weather would ‘‘ take 
up’’ and the sun come out. But if our omniscient cow 
headed for shelter we all knew without doubt that we 
could either stop in and eat or take a wet tramp in the rain 
Having studied my bovine barometer and seen her on the 
move for higher ground I would cheerfully set out in the 
rain, with a packed lunch sufficient to keep a dainty eater 
for a week, and head for Tow Top. Tow Top is the name 
of a particularly jolly little hill which I grew to love dearly 
It offers a short cut from Witherslack to Windermere and

at first was eyed with dist-ust and misgiving. It has a 
gradient of 1 in 3} and a dozen or more hairpin bends 
It climbs over 500 feet in less than a mile and is narrow 
with a sandy surface. By the end of a week I came 
to enjoy this hill, which eventually made a nice, second 
gear climb with hairpin bends just manageable on full lock 
On one occasion, instead of entering Higher Newton, 
from the top of Tow Top I followed the northbound road, 
halting to admire the quite glorious view across the Winster 
Valley and beyond to the Kent Estuary, Morecambe Bay 
and the distant Pennine range. I continued to Strawberry 
Bank where a little inn is to be found called the Mason's 
Arms. This inn commands a lovely view across to Bowland 
Bridge and the Westmorland Fells around Kendal. I 
turned sharply south-west and climbed steeply to the top 
of Gummers How. If you have never been to the Lake 
District before, there is no lovelier approach than this 
The unexpected and breathtaking view of Lake Windermere 
from the top of Gummers How will give a genuine thrill to the 
lover of beautiful scenery. This view extends from Ulverston 
to Coniston Fells, and Lake Side can be seen far beneath 
with tiny steamers looking toy-like on a lake of glass 
If you want to see the whole of Windermere a path leads 
from the road to the top of Cartmel Fell (1,054ft), a view 
point of exceptional excellence. It is only about 3o0ft 
above the road summit and is worth an easy stroll. 
The descent to Fell Foot is steep but quite easy and 
here the main road is joined to Bowness. This is the road 
everyone visits and as main roads go it is pleasant enough, 
with occasional attractive glimpses of the lake. Despite 
the crowds, I always consider Bowness a singularly capti 
vating place. Rows of colourful little boats, graceful 
yachts, lots of ducks and swans, passenger steamers un- 
loading at the pier and the dignified Old England Hotel 
form a delightful foreground to the sparkling waters of 
the lake and the distant mountains. Parking is prohibited 
on the promenade, but there is an enormous car park near 


“It is worth by-passing Windermere town to follow the 
lakeside road passing Adelaide Hill, a graceful grassy hill 
belonging to the National Trust. It is not outstanding 





as a viewpoint but has its attractions on a fine day. The 
main road to Ambleside is quite picturesque, with colourful 
rhododendrons in springtime, and just before entering 
Ambleside it is worth turning down to Waterhead where 
you can park in comfort at the water's edge and enjoy 
the view 

But the best of Windermere is to be seen only from 
the west bank, and on this route you will meet no motor 
coaches and few cars. It is, in fact, quite possible to 
encircle the lake, and this was my intention. After follow 
ing the Langdale road a short distance I turned southwards 
on the Hawkshead road and then followed a narrow lane 
to Blelham Tarn and Wray Castle. This latter is another 
National Trust property and although you cannot enter 
the castle you can drive to it and wander around the estate 


Away with Crowds 


I returned to the lane near Blelham Tarn and climbed 
to High Wray, subsequently following the narrow track 
down to Belle Grange and along to Ferry Hotel. A large 
notice keeps the crowds away by proclaiming the road 
hardly practicable for cars. This four miles I consider the 
most beautiful stretch of road beside Windermere In 
places the track is so near the water you could almost 
step out of the car into the lake. Only two miles of the 
route are really bad and one imagines the road has been left 
in this condition intentionally. It would certainly call for 
manceuvres of some nicety to pass oncoming traffic. The 
surface is bad, being rough, stony and even rocky at times, 
but a careful course can be followed without damage to 
a car even of low ground clearance. But you will probably 
have this road to yourself and can thus admire the exquisite 
scenery as the road hugs the shore giving lovely glimpses 
of the lake and Belle Isle. Dense woods sweep down to 
the lakeside and you will find tiny landlocked coves inviting 
a halt. The remainder of the route proved almost as attrac 
tive. There are tarred roads the whole way from Ferry 
Hotel to Lake Side and although the route is narrow, tor- 
tuous and hilly, the scenery compensates for the eternal 
vigilance against possible oncoming traffic 

The road winds round to High Cunsey, a lovely spot, 
plunges through Cunsey Wood and makes a steep and

winding ascent towards Graythwaite Hall, where the main 
road from Esthwaite Water is joined There are but few 
glimpses of Windermere between this junction and Lake 
Side as the road keeps inland and is wooded the whole 
way. My round of Windermere was completed by parking 
near the pier at Lake Side, where there is a fine view of 
the distant sweep of the lake far to the north 

On my next outing I ignored the warning of my frend 
the Jersey cow Her search for shelter told me quite 
plainly that it would rain all day. Nevertheless, I soon 
soared up Tow Top and made haste to Ambleside and then 
turned south-west to Hawkshead. Here, for one delirious 
interlude, the heavy rain thinned to a fine drizzle, and I 
was able to renew acquaintance with this delightful 




















village. It is a place of quaint old houses all jumbled 
together and approached by a tangle of passages and paths 
which creep about all over the place. Whichever alley 
or passage you enter you can be sure of not getting lost. 
Keep moving and keep turning and you will be back to 
where you started. Such a jumble of picturesque architec 
ture, with souvenir shops and quaint cafés tucked in the 
interstices, may bewilder the visitor, but pleasantly so. 

I had a wet drive to the top of Hawkshead Hill, from 
where a narrow, bumpy lane was followed which climbed 
steeply to Tarn Hows, a moorland tarn in a richly wooded 


setting with a background of magnificent fells and moun 


tains. There is room to park the car high above the lake, 
and this is quite a lonely spot when the rain is beating down 
and the fells are lost in swirling mist. 

Although photographers must be philosophers I found it a 
little tedious waiting for the rain to stop, and after three 
or four hours of continuous downpour my respect for the 
old Jersey cow increased. During this time I had lunch and 
tea and my sojourn was not disturbed except by an occa 
sional rainsoaked hiker who not only had to put up with 
the rain but also get wet as well. 


Barometer Rises 


On the next occasion of morning downpour the illustrious 
cow hastened to the higher meadow ready to bask in the 
sun, so I set forth with a light heart despite the monoto 
nous swish of windscreen wipers. Sure enough, the weather 
improved all day, and towards afternoon it was quite de 
lightful. By this time I was wending my way from Skel 
with Bridge to Colwith Bridge and Little Langdale. This 
is another route where you will not welcome oncoming 
traffic, and beyond Wrynose junction the Blea Tarn route 
becomes a rough track with all the attractions of potholes, 
gravel and a steep ascent. Blea Tarn, charming though 
it be, does not seem as large as it does in photographs 
But it is undeniably picturesque with its fringe of pines and 
the distant skyline of the Langdale Pikes. Blea Tarn Farm 
is a gem of its kind enhanced by a curiously shaped tree 
curving backwards over the road 

The view from the descent to Langdale is one of the 
finest in Lakeland, and on this occasion the Head of Lang 
dale and the Langdale Pikes were seen at their best, visi 
bility now being of crystal clarity. Tiny, whitewashed 
farms nestled deep in the valley far below and a maze of 
walls brought back memories of the Yorkshire dales 

It was now evening and my journey down Langdale was 
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Two views of Windermere, from Bowness, a pleasant old 
“harbour ’’ town, and from Gummers How, looking across 
the lake to Coniston Fells. 


a delight. I drove up to Loughrigg Tarn, a placid sheet of 
water with rich green banks, stately trees and a back 
ground of steep fells. But my main target was a view 
point high above Red Bank. Near the top of this hill, on 
the descent to Grasmere, a footpath strikes up the fells 
to the left. A steady climb brought me to the summit 
This is one of my favourite viewpoints, and it is a most 
gratifying experience to look down on Grasmere and Rydal 
Water nearly a thousand feet below. This is perhaps the 
best view of Dunmail Raise cradled between the graceful 
sweep of Steel Fell and Seat Sandal, the latter merging 
into the majestic Helvellyn massif. I descended the steep 
turf slopes and rejoined the car. Although Red Bank still 
preserves its untarred surface and is reputed to have a 1 in 
4 gradient, it is a hill with no difficult features and I have 
never experienced any difficulty on either the ascent or 
descent 

I descended the hill and followed the road round Gras 
mere Lake to the village to visit Dove Cottage. This cot 
tage is some distance from the main road and was occu 
pied by Wordsworth from 1799 to 1808. It contains many 
Wordsworth relics 

One last detour was made before returning to Witherslack 
and just beyond Rydal Water, with its reeds and melan- 
choly ripples, I crossed Pelter Bridge and followed the 
romantic lane past the stepping stones to Fox Gill, Miller 
Bridge and Rothay Bridge. This narrow lane by-passes 
Ambleside and joins the Bowness road at Waterhead. The 
return to Witherslack completed these introductory 
glimpses of Lakeland and paved the way for lengthier trips 
to the more remote lakes in this fascinating corner of 
England

NEW FRENCH DEVICE 
ELIMINATES THE PEDAL 


NEW type of clutch will shortly be 

put on the market in France, and 

doub' in other countries, 
possessing such qualities that no motorist, 
expert or novice, can fail to be interested 
in it. It is perhaps hardly correct to 
describe the invention of M. Bochory as a 
new clutch, for this component, whether 
it be the single-plate type, the multi-disc 
or the almost obsolete cone, remains en- 
tirely unchanged. However, instead of its 
operation being in the hands—or the foot

—of the driver it is attended to by a robot 
which gives better results than any human 
being can obtain. 

The clutch pedal, if not abolished, can 
at least be forgotten, and perfect gear 
changes can be made without the aid of 
synchromesh. On taking the wheel of a 
car fitted with the Bochory, the engine 
was started, first gear was selected with- 
out using the clutch pedal and on 
accelerating the car moved away in a 
manner suggestive of the fluid flywheel. 
Changes were made up and down without 
any use of the clutch. For parking the 
car could be moved literally by inches, 
forward or backwards, merely by the use 
of the accelerator, and that without any 
jerks or shudders. M. Bochory stood with 
one foot on the ground and the other on 
the throttle and edged forward an inch

at a time—an impressive demonstration. 

The steepest freak hills around Paris 
were selected for demonstration purposes 
On every occasion the car started away 
with amazing sweetness, although some 
of the gradients were of such a nature that 
the skill of even an experienced driver 
would have been tested. With the gear 
engaged, it was necessary only to hold the 
car with the hand brake and accelerate 
normally knowing that there was no 
danger of stalling the . The device 
provides free wheeling, for below a deter- 
mined speed the automatically 
disengages the clutch. This gave the 
advantage that in traffic it was possible to 
approach an obstacle—traffic lights, for 
instance—and while thus idling to select 
the gear which would be required to move 
away. On descending steep hills, there 
would be the same automatic disengage- 
ment of the clutch as engine revolutions 
dropped. This could be overcome by 
passing into a lower gear and accelerating 
a little or, if desired, the entire Bochory 
apparatus could be climinated by merely 
turning an ignition key on the instrument 
board. The car then became normal and 
the clutch pedal had to be used. 

When driving this car and noting the 
remarkable sweetness of the take-up—a 
gliding which could not be equalled with 
the use of the pedal—the thought sug- 
gested itself that there must be slip of the 
friction surfaces The inventor claims 


that this is not the case, and while there 
must inevitably be relative movement . 
tween the driving and the driven mem- 
bers, this is so progressive that there is 
really less wear of the clutch lining than 
with the normal system of control 
Another advantage is that the speed of 
engagement is instantly adjustable to suit 
the requirements of those who want a 
snappy get-away and those who prefer to 
glide off with the utmost sweetness 


Suction-operated 


The extraordinary results described are 
obtained by the use of the vacuum in the 
intake manifold, as with brakes and the 
suction- operated windscreen wiper 
Vacuum alone, however, would merely 
declutch under certain conditions, as 
when idling or when labouring on a hill 
Thus, in addition to the vacuum cylinder, 
the piston rod of which is connected up to 
the clutch withdrawal lever, there are two 
solenoids contained in a metal housing at 
the rear of the cylinder One of the 
electro-valves acts as a cock on the 
vacuum pipe and the other on the body of 
the vacuum pump. The movement of the 
gear lever opens the vacuum cock and 
closes the cylinder cock, causing the 
piston to be aspired and the clutch to be 
withdrawn. On touching the throttle 
pedal the reverse movement is obtained 
and, depression being annulled, the piston

is returned to its normal position, causing 
the clutch to be engaged. A series of 
calibrated holes provides for adjustment 
of the piston, either bringing the friction 
surfaces closer together to give quick take- 
up, or increasing the distance between 
them for a more progressive drive. 

The Bochory automatic clutch has been 
taken up by the Lavalette company in 
Paris, one of the biggest makers of elec- 
trical apparatus, injection pumps, and so 
on, and they are laying down plant which 
will enable them to make deliveries by the 
middle of the summer. The device can be 
fitted to any car without structural altera- 
tions. In a front-wheel drive model, such 
as the Citroen, it is mounted by the side 
of the engine Farina’s Alfa Romeo, 
which I saw at the Lavalette works, had it 
mounted in the chassis, slightly to the rear 
of the gear box. 

The intention is to bring out models 
which can be applied to all the big pro- 
duction cars—Citroen, Renault, Peugeot, 
and so forth, without any alteration, the 
fitting requiring only two or three hours 
and being within the ability of any 
mechanic.

what afraid of the clutch, than by the ex- 
pert who has acquired all the niceties of

American Economy Run 


ESIGNED to provide a practical 
test of current models over a wide 
range of typically American con- 

ditions, and arranged on a specific fuel 
consumption basis for judging results, the 
General Petroleum Corporation sponsored 
Mobilgas Economy Run, on March 6 
and 7, was again a success. This is one 
of the few stock car events in a pre- 
dominantly hot-rod land, and the results, 
which are printed below, can only fill the 
British motorist with wonder. Thirty- 
two cars entered for the 840-mile indirect 
run, from Los Angeles to the south rim 
of the Grand Canyon, passing through the 
Mojave Desert, Lone Pine, and thence to 
the Panamint and Argus ranges, to Death 
Valley and the finish. 

Final presentations to the class winners, 
which took place in the open air near 
Grand Canyon, made a highly American 
scene, against the rather weird background 
of wind-fretted sandstone and arid scrub. 
The winners were lined up against the 
cars, all of which carried the Pegasus 
emblem of Mobilgas painted on the 
bonnet front.

the States through which the route lies.

RITISH cars, until the shipping crisis int 

poured into Australia. Approximately 113,100 were 

imported last year for a population of just over cight 
millions. The British market, with a population of 
some 45 millions, has been allocated 110,000 for this year, so 
that the unthinking motorist (if there is one) could be excused 
if he concluded that it would be comparatively easy to obtain 
delivery of a car in Australia. Distributors of some of the 
most popular makes of cars, such as the Austin A.40, the Ford 
Prefect, Morris Minor and Vauxhall Wyvern and Velox, are 
quoting from eighteen months to two years for delivery. 
Slightly more expensive models are quoted at nine months and 
cars costing £1,500 or more can be obtained within a month. 

Owing to dollar restrictions the import of American cars is 
officially claimed to be very small and yet the number of new 
Hudsons, Buicks, Pontiacs, De Sotos and Chevrolets to be 
seen gliding along Sydney’s main thoroughfares is surpris- 
ingly large. So-called second-hand American cars change 
hands at staggeringly inflated prices, such as the recently re- 
ported case of a De Soto costing £1,300 selling for exactly 
double its price when “ slightly soiled.” There is no signed 
Covenant in Australia preventing an owner from selling a 
new car, SO no one worries except, maybe, the manufacturer. 
The Australian-produced Holden is listed at just under 
£900, but “second-hand” models are regularly advertised 
at around £1,200.

Drivers covering 

long distances at high speeds are apt to overlook the speed 

limit when arriving in towns. Having driven at 70 m.p.h. 

for two or more hours, 30 m.p.h. seems a mere crawl. 

Certainly the general tempo in Sydney, for instance, appears 
to be faster than in London or most English cities.

City cross-roads are not always controlled by police or 
by traffic lights, and, although this adds to the worries and 
hazards of the pedestrian, the traffic at these uncontrolled 
sections sorts itself out surprisingly well. There is a general 
rule that you give way to traffic on your right and it works 
very weil. 

The main roads radiating from the cities are good and 
are very often well banked on the corners. In the majority 
of cases they are not so wide as Britain’s new arterial roads, 
but then they do not carry the same volume of traffic. Many 
fine roads are marred by bottlenecks, such as out-of-date 
bridges. The main roads wind about a great deal and very 
often suffer severe damage from heavy rains and landslides. 
The overloading of heavy motor transport is also said to be 
causing much damage to the surfaces. 

erth, Adelaide, Melbourne, Sydney and Brisbane are 
cursed or blessed (according to your viewpoint) by large 
networks of tramways. Following heavy rains it is a com- 
mon sight to see large pieces of the road washed com- 
pletely away from the side of the tracks, the resultant 
potholes being best left to the imagination.

the aid of flood lighting. Two days after the work was 
completed a heavy rainstorm developed and torrential rain 
persisted for forty-eight hours. All the patching was 
washed away and the work had to be renewed. 

The accident rate is high and there is a big campaign 
being carried on in an endeavour to reduce the toll of the 
roads. Many maintain that road accidents would fall if 
the drinking laws were revised. All hotels (public houses) 
close at six o’clock in Sydney (very similar hours obtain 
in the other cities) and the rush between office closing— 
usually 5 p.m.—and hotel closing to obtain a drink or drinks 
is phenomenal. With time limited there is a tendency to 
drink quickly and “have another one” before it is too late. 
Several drinks without any food, followed by a rush drive 
home to be in time for the evening meal, are not conducive 
to road safety. Certainly a large number of accidents 
occur in the early evening and maybe statistics would prove 
that the most dangerous time is between 6 and 7 p.m 

In connection with the road accident campaign Austra- 
lians have been haunted by a gloomy poster which declaims 
that “ Death is so Permanent,” obviously a close relation of 
the black widow of Great Britain a few years ago. Follow- 
ing popular protests this has now been changed to “ Life is 
so precious”! 

The most common offence in Sydney is the one of park- 
ing, which will ring a familiar note in English ears. To 
find a free parking place in Sydney after 8.30 a.m. is a prac- 
tical impossibility. Khaki-clad traffic police haunt the 
pavements all day busy with their notebooks and chalk- 
marking times on tyres. Stay over the ten minutes and 
you are booked for a court appearance and a fine. The 
more often one is caught the steeper the fine. It was 
recently reported that one Sydney businessman had paid

over £200 in parking fines last year. One can park all day 
in Sydney for 2s 6d at one of the recognized car parks, but 
they are usually “full to capacity” by 10 a.m 

Speed wraps are unknown but police do watch certain 
points, particularly where speed limit restrictions end, an 
they are quickly after offenders. Glaring examples of bad 
driving are also rapidly dealt with by the police, who use 
fast English motor cycles and large American cars for their 
official business. 

Motorists are compelled by law to use their head lights 
at night, although they may be dipped at the driver’s dis- 
cretion in built-up areas. This driving rule was not pointed 
out to one English emigrant who drove about Sydney at 
night on business for six months without using his head 
lights until a friend warned him. English motorists are 
surprised to find that many of the bridges carry a toll. 
Sydney Harbour Bridge and several around Sydney suffer 
from this irritating system which causes endless delay to 
city traffic 

Sydney abounds in lovely coastal scenery, especially if 
one gets away from the rash of bungalows which sometimes 
mars the landscape. Lovely tree-clad bays with shimmering 
golden sands washed by Pacific rollers “far from the mad- 
ding crowd” offer sylvan charms only read about in books 
describing tropic island delights. A different kind of scene 
presents itself in the Blue Mountains, about sixty miles 
from Sydney, and there are many beautiful inland runs 
where one can get off bitumenized roads and feel one is 
really adventuring on dirt roads with not a house in sight 
for many miles. But coastal or mountain scenery is full 
of beauty and favourite spots can be visited again and again 
with added enjoyments of fine walks, boating and fishing 
facilities and, of course, surfing on the coast. E.N

ARS do not often catch fire; in 

fact, most motorists have never 

seen a car fire at all. It cannot 
be wondered at, then, if there is a 
minor panic one day when flames are 
seen issuing from the bonnet. 

There are two basic causes of fire; 
one is human carelessness, the other is 
physical failure. These apply to fires 
generally and are not peculiar just to 
motor vehicles. It is almost impos- 
sible to analyse human carelessness 
with any measure of accuracy. Physi- 
cal failure, on the other hand, can be 
divided into two main groups, electri- 
cal and mechanical. 

Electrical faults are most likely to 
occur on old cars where the insulation 
has perished, or extra wiring has been 
added by persons unknown, as an al- 
ternative to locating and repairing a 
fault in the existing harness. The only 
source of electrical power om a car 
when the engine is stationary is the 
battery; therefore if an_ electrical 
failure is the suspected cause of fire 
(full discharge showing on the am- 
meter, if fitted, would help to confirm 
the suspicion) the engine should be 
switched off, and one of the main bat- 
tery leads disconnected. It will not 
necessarily be sufficient to remove the 
tapered plug on the end of the small 
lead fitted into the negative terminal 
on some systems, as this will not iso- 
late the main cable.,to the starter 
switch. A master switch built into 
one of the bdttery connections, al- 
though fitted on only very few makes 
today, provides instantaneous electrical 
cut-off without the use of a spanner 
or a screwdriver. 

Mechanical failures which could 
lead to fire may be sub-divided again 
into two groups. First, faults in the

fuel system that could allow fuel to 
come into contact with the very hot 
exhaust manifolding or sparking clec- 
trical equipment. This may be caused 
by a sticking or punctured carburettor 
float, a faulty float chamber needle 
valve, or failure of the fuel supply line. 
Failure of supply pipes is much less 
frequent than it was, now that lamina- 
ted Bundy tubing with mechanical 
couplings has superseded the copper 
variety, which required frequent an- 

However, most cases of leak- 
ing fuel can be diagnosed by the nose 
before fire starts. Other mechanical 
faults such as leaking manifold gaskets 
may allow the exhaust gas to impinge 
on combustible material, but again this 
could usually be detected by a much 
louder than usual, or intermittent, 
exhaust note. 

As cars are very difficult to re- 
place—even though they are insured— 
it is —— useful to have in mind 
a simple fire drill should the need

arise. First, stop the car and switch off 
the ignition, then disconnect the bat- 
tery by removing one of the main leads, 
or by means of the battery master 
switch (if fitted). There are now two 
courses of action: (a) call the fire 
brigade; or (b) try to put the fire out 
yourself. As fires do not usually hap- 
pen close to telephones or fire alarms, 
necessity will often dictate the second 
course. Water is no use at all for 
petrol fires, as it causes the fuel to 
spread, therefore it is necessary to use 
a fire extinguisher, a fire blanket, or 
sand; and there is no doubt that the 
extinguisher is to be preferred. 

The double acting pump type, using 
carbon-tetra-chloride, which produces 
a heavy vapour when in contact with 
flame, is perhaps the most useful for 
cars, as it is compact, easily refilled 
and, above all, it can be controlled, 
two or three pumps being all that is 
required for most small fires (a

quarter stroke into a clean rag will 
effectively clean greasy marks from the 
driver’s trousers). On the other hed, 
the pressurized type requires no 
pumping once it has been started and 
continues to discharge until it is empty. 
A fire blanket is useful, but owing to 
the complicated shape of the car’s 
mechanism it may be difficult to use 
it advantageously. Sand will effectively 
put the fire out, if there is enough of 
it, while a much smaller quantity will 
effectively put the engine out of action 
if it gets inside. 

A fire extinguisher is perhaps one 
of the most desirable accessories, al- 
though no doubt the most seldom used, 
yet it is hardly ever fitted as standard 
equipment. The reason for this is per- 
haps psychological, as manufacturers 
may fear that customer would 
think that the model supplied with the 
extinguisher was much more likely to 
catch fire than one not so equipped. 
Yet cars fitted with spare wheels do 
not have reputations for getting punc- 
tures, nor are those fitted with spare 
coils prone to ignition failure. 

a fire has been effectively ex- 
tinguished, it is, of course, necessary 
to locate and remedy the cause before 
an attempt is made to restart the en- 
gine. Unless it can be seen that some 
component has obviously failed, the 
lowest burnt portion should be exam- 
ined, as fire usually travels upwards. 
If nothing seems to be wrong, examine 
the fuel supply line, carburettor and 
pump for leaks. Do not forget that it 
is just possible for a blow-back through 
the carburettor to start a fire; in- this 
case it is sometimes a help to start the 
engine and draw the flames inside, thus 
converting the external to internal 
combustior.

The manufacturers 
are R.N.W. Products, Lid., 125, Oxford 
Street, London, W.1, with works in Farn- 
ham, Surrey.

DAZZLE 
Bitter Experience of Monte Carlo Concours Winner 


[63257.}—Double dipping head lamps certainly seem a good 
idea, but having recently tried this system in the Monte Carlo 
Rally I am not so certain. 

Before leaving for the Glasgow starting control I equipped 
my Bentley with double filament head lamp bulbs and painted 
the outside of the head lamp glasses with three coats of special 
yellow transparent paint. Tests were carried out and from the 
driving point of view they were satisfactory, though perhaps 
in open country devoid of hedges one rather lost the usual con- 
centrated light of one dipped head lamp with plain glass. 

Going north, with traffic approaching, we dipped our head 
lights against oncoming traffic and, far from receiving similar 
treatment, we had just the reverse. In several cases where it 
was quite obvious we wer’ not dazzling oncoming traffic we were 
actually driven at and shouted at—you can guess what. 

Knowing the traffic we would meet on the first night of the 
rally in the Liverpool-Lancaster area we did—with the help of 
the Clyde Motor Company—scrap our system and revert to what 
we found best for England and the Continent in the rallies of 


1949-50, which was clear head lamp glasses with single filament 
bulbs, both of which went out on dimming and the centre spot 
lamp came on. 

The advantage of this was that we had very visibly dipped (or 
its equivalent) and the centre spot lamp, over 24in from the 
ground, could be swivelled to mght side or left side for this 
country or abroad. 

Having done this and further obtained a more concentrated 
spread of light in the dimmed state we had no further trouble 
anywhere, and until everybody, including lorries, has the new 
system, or it becomes compulsory, the rally system we finally 
used will be my practice.

harm would result if the photographer went down to f/45 

I can therefore only assume that the insertion of a full stop

HE attraction of the very long-dis

M.C.C.’s_ Land’s End event on 
Easter Friday and Saturday. This time it 
returned to its pre-war scale, competitors 
from the most distant of the three start 
ing points, Virginia Water, having to cover 
336 miles, and it attracted 181 entries 
Many entrants started from Stratford-on- 
Avon and Plymouth on Friday and all 
converged on Taunton from 2 a.m. on- 
wards 

So far the trial had been just plain 
motoring, but from Taunton onwards 
there were a number of famous test hills 
included in the route, and by the time 
the last of the cars got through to Land's 
End, far behind schedule time and at 
nearly midnight on the Saturday, there

N this 1939 Wolseley Eighteen, submitted for test by Newn 
hams, Ltd., Newnham House, Hammersmith, London, W.6, 
the value of quality was readily seen. Despite some 40,000 miles 
the engine ran sweetly and quictly, pulled well without sign of 
effort or stress, and was as clean externally after testing as it 
was when submitted 
The black cellulose was in very sound condition, and, apart 
from some pitting on door handles, the chromium plating was 
equally good. There was no sign of the body having been dented 
it any time. Internally the wear on carpets was fairly consider- 
able, as would be expected, but the brown leather upholstery was 
undamaged and comfortable. All the instruments and acces 
sories, including rheostat-regulated facia lights, clock, reversing 
light and twin interior lights were in proper working order.
